* Washington, January 7.—A serious clash 
has occurred between American sailors 
of the U. S. S. Vicksburg and the Rus- 
sian soldiery at Niu Chwang, China. 
There have “ en three fights, and as a 
result one Russian soldier is reported 
wounded, The matter was made the sub- 
ject of complaint by the Russian ambas- 
sador in Pekin to United States minister 
Conger, and Mr. Conger in turn has in- 
formed the state department. Secretary 
of the Navy Long has cabled Commander 
Barry, of the Vicksburg, to ywse every ef- 
fort to prevent any further collisions. 
The Vicksburg is in winter quarters in 
a mud dock at the mouth of the river and 
cannot be released- before spring. 

Niu Chwang is a treaty pert and is 

the Liaou river near the 
Gulf of Pe Chi Li, about 35 miles south- 
west of Mukden, the principal city in that 
harbor. It has a population of 60,000 and 
is to be one of the termini of the Man- 
churian railroad. 
The Vicksburg is a small -gunboat of 
1,000 tons displacement. The commander 
is E. B. Barry, who is generally regarded 
as an Officer of excellent judgment and 
discretion. He was in command of the 
Vicksburg when she played such a prom- 
inent part in the capture of Aguinaldo. 
The Vicksburg is lying in what is known 
as a tmyid dock. A hole was scooped out 
of the mud that lines the barks of the 
Idaou, where the current runs slack and 
the vess¢! was slid in, made fast and 
then a temporary wooden covering was 
placed over her decks. The Igtter are 
te protect her during the severe winter 
and when the ice breaks in the spring. 


OFFER OF THE PANAMA CANAL. 


Discussed by President Roosevelt 
and His Cabinet. 
Washington, January 7.—At the cabi- 
net meeting today the proposition of the 
Panama Canal Company to transfer its 
property to the United States for the sum 
of $40,000,000 was Gjscussed at some length. 
The formal proposition of the company 
will not be presented to the president for 
two or three days. It is expected that 
the isthmian canal commission will make 
a supplementary repcrt to the president 
which will embrace the latest proposition 

of the Panamec company. 

M. Edward Lampre, secretary general 
of the Panama Canal Company, accom- 
panied by M. Boufve, chancellor of the 
French embassy, today called on Admiral 
Walker, president of the isthmian ca- 
nal commission. M. Lampre confirmed 
the offer of $40,000,000 for the properties 
@i@ee Panama Canal Company, submit- 
te@ last week by M. Boufve, but the for- 
mai proposition in writing will not be 
made for a day or more, as there are 
some matters of detail yet to be arranged, 
which must be included in the proposi- 
tion. It is therefore expected that the 
formal proposition will not be transmit- 
ted to congress before the latter part of 
the week.

CUSTOMS REVENUES OF CUBA. 


Slight Increase Shown By Figures 
For the Past Year. 


Washington, January 7.—The total cus- 
toms revenues for the Island of Cuba 
during the eleven months ended Novem- 
ber 30, 1901, were $14,355,000 as compared 
with $14,565,202 for the same period of 1900, 
and $13,378,557 for 1899. The customs reve- 
nues exclusive of port duties increased 
fm 1901 over the previous year by $416,060, 
or 8 per cent, and over the second pre- 
ceding year by $1,385,548, or 11 per cent.

The following statement was given out 
by Admiral Schley’s counsel at the con- 
clusion of the conterence:

Thus far but two bodies have been 
taken out, Hunlalla’s and am Italian, 
Dominic Basso, alive: Basso’s story is as 
follows: 

“We were sitting around the pump at 
the bottom of the shaft when, without 
any warning, thousands of tons of ore 
came down. I remembered no more until I 
heard the sound-of picks and shovels in 
the hands of rescuets 4nd their shouts. 
Whe the rescuers found me I was 7 
feet-from the place when I had been sit- 
ting and found myself in a adrift.” 

Hundreds of men are at the mines eager 
to help the work of feseue, but it is 
thought the other bodies ¢eannot be found 
| within twenty-four hours, 

The Negaunee mine is-one @f the most 
unlucky properties in the Lake Superior 
district. Much trouble has Tesulted in 
}sinking and drifting, some surplus water 
“and quick sands. It wae at-this time that

\ shaf: to the ledge. 


A dull. roar and a sound of crashing 
timbers nearly 500 feet under ground gave 
to the men on the surface the first indica- 
tion of the disaster. A rush was made 
for the shaft and when all had quieted 
down volunteers descended in the cage in 
an attempt at rescue. It was found, how- 
ever, that the shaft was badly damaged, 
it being impossible to get within 8 feet 
of the level in which the men were buried. 

Cries for help were heard at the lowest 
point reached,. and the removal of the 
timbers. which blocked the way showed a 
man who shortly before the cave-oin Had 
occurred, started for the surface. He 
was uninjured, but was suffering greatly 
with the cold. The man could throw no 
light on the fate of his associates. 

The steam pipes leading to the under- 
ground pumps were so damaged that it 
would be impossible to operate the pumps, 
even if possible to reach them and as 
the mine is wettest in the iron country 
the shaft is making water very fast. 

Tonight the force of mechanics em- 
ployed at the various other mines of the 
steel trust are getting other pumps ‘in 
condition for operation, but it is prob- 
lematical: whether these can be put into 
commission soon enough to prevent the 
water from flooding the mine, 

A big force of rescuers working: in re- 
lays is making desperate attempts to get 
to the damaged level before the water 
reaches it. 

If the workmen are not rescued within 
the next ten or twelve hours all hope of 
getting them out alive will be abandoned. 


EARNINGS OF STEEL TRUST. 


Overt $84,000,000 for Its Coffers 
in Nine Months. 

New York, January 7.—In the aine 
months ending December 31 the net earn- 
ings of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion were $84,779,28%. The quarterly meet- 
ing of the directorate was held here to- 
day, and, besides voting the usual divi- 
dend of 1% per cent on preferred stock 
and 1 per cent on common stock a gen- 
eral statement of the finarces of the cor- 
poration was made public. 

The sinking fund cn United States Steel 
Corporation bonds and the bonds of sub- 
sidisry companies consumed $2,263,292, and 
depreciation, reserve and contingent 
funds and improvements $9.695,702. The 
sum of $11,400,000 was paid in interest on 
bonds for nine months, and  $42,0%5,807 
was paid out in div:dends. The balance 
available fcr surplus or new construction 
zmounted to $19,414,497 


MONEY FOR EX-CONFEDERATES 


Bill To Pay for Horses, Side Arms, 
Etc., Receives Favorable Action. 
Washington, January 7.—A bill of much 
interest to ex-confederate soldiers today 
was favorably acted upon by the house 
committee on, war claims. It provides for 
paying former confederate soldiers for 
horses, saddles, bridles and side arms 
taken from them in violation of the terms 
of surrender made by Generals Lee and 
Johnston with Generals Grant and Sher- 
man. The bill was introduced by Repre- 
sentative Padrett, of Tennessee. 


NOTHING HEARD OF MISSING. 


It Is Feared They Went Down With 
the Walla Walla. 


San Francisco, January 7.—Nothing has 
been heard of the missing victims of the 
Walla Walla disaster and it is feared 
that they all went down with the steamer.

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NEW SOLDIERS’ HOME 
PLANS ARE SELECTED 


Building Committee Met Yesterday Morning and In- 
structed President Calhoun To Call for 
Bids--- Trustees Meet Today. 


LANS for the new Confederate 
p Soldiers’ Home submitted by Bruce 

& Morgan, architects of this city, 
whieh contemplate the erection of a new 
tuilding on the old foundation, were ic- 
cepted yesterday by the building commit- 
tee and President W. L. Calhoun was in- 
structed to cal) for bids at once. 

The building committee met at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning in the office 
of President W. L. Calhoun in the Brown 
building, and was in session about four 
hours. Most of the time was spent in 
hearing from the four architects who 
had sbmitted plans, and after this was 
concluded the decision was very soon 
reached. The building committee is com- 
posed of President Calheun, Major W. 
T. Gary, Judge H. W. Bell, Judge W. F. 
Jenkins gnd Col. C. M. Wiley. All were 
present “except Ool. Wiley. 

Four plans were submitted to the com- 
mittee. They were by Bruce & Morgan, 
Walter CC. Smith, A. B. Pugin and George 
W. Scuar?t. The first was a single build- 
ing as before, while the three others 
were cn the cottage plan. Tre commit- 
tee fovnd the plans presented for a 3e- 
ries of cottages and separate buildings 
for other vurposes too expensive, and 
after hearing from all parties decided 
to accept the plan providing fcr a single 
building. 

By taking this action the old founda- 
tion can be used. This involves a sav- 
ing of $2,500 or $3,000. It will also make 


'an attractive and an imposing building. 


The plans involve many conveniences 
which the olc building did not have, and 
the committee found them most attrac- 
tive, 

The committee was given power to act 
by the trustees and this acceptance of the 
plans of Bruce & Morgan is final. Presi- 
dent Calhoun was instructed to call for 
bids at once, and he will have the sp2z:i- 
fications prepared as socn as possible. 
He expects to be ready within the next 
two or three days to receive bids, and 
the board is anxious to award the con- 
tract aithout delay. 

The New Building. 

It is estimated that the new building 
will cost about $25,000, exclusive of fur- 
nishings. The board has $2,000 of insur- 
ance money on turniture to begin the 


work of furnishing, and for the balance 
will probably have to depend on subscrip- 
tions. 

The plans show the new building to he 
of the colonial style of architecture, two 
stories in height. with tall columns and 
wide and “specious piazzes. From the 
front of the building which kas sleep- 
ing rooms and offices on either side of 
the main entrance and from one end 
to the other. three wings extend to’ the 
rear. In one wing downstairs is the 
Kitchen and dining hall. The central wing 
contains the chapel and the third the 
library and a number of sleeping rooms. 
Up stairs the central wing contains the 
hospital, writle the other wings contain 
slecping rocms. 

The proposed building will contain fifty 
sleeping rocms and eleven rooms for 2f- 
fices and querters for the offticiais and 
cmployees of the home. The capacity of 
the new home for old veterans will be 
from 116 to 125, soe of the rootns being 
larger than others. AS 

The new plans are quite attractive 
from every standpoint, and the commit- 
tee believes they will give general satis- 
faction. it is to be a frame structure, 
just as was the cld building, but not 
quite so elaborate, though fully as at- 
tractive, if not more so. 


Trustees Meet Today. 


The ennual meeting of the trustees of 
the home will be held in the state library 
at 10 o'clock this morning. The building 
committee will exhibit the new plans to 
the board, end rcport what has been 
done. When the bids have all been s6e- 
cured the trustees will have to maet 
again to consider them and award the 
contract, unless they should by special 
action delegate that authority to the 
building committee today. It may be 
that tris will be done. 

This being the annual meeting the trus- 
tees will clect officers for the ensuing 
year. ‘rhe only office for which there 
is any contest is that of superintendent. 
Superintendent J. N. Wilscn, the incumb- 
ent, is one of four candidates. 

President Calhoun says he expects to 
go right forward with the work of re- 
building the home, and intends to have 
it completed within four months at the 
latest. 

It is important, President Calhoun says, 
that all the <noney subscribed by the gen- 
erous public should be paid in at once.

Washington, January 7.—(Special.j)— 
The expectation that President Roosevelt 
would today send in a special message 
cencerning the Panama offer was not 
realized. The secretary general of the 
Panama company, Monsieur Lampre, had 
a conference with Admiral Walker today 
and is to have another tomorrow. 

It is probable that after tomorrow's 
conference there may be such a formal 
offer to this government as may call for 
its presentation to congress through the 
medium of a presidential message, but 
unless there is the Panama offer must 
get to congress through the Walker com- 
mission. The Panama people are appar- 
ently satisfied they can do nothing to de 
lay action at the house end, as the Hep- 
burn bill will in all probability be voted 
cn tomorrow; but they still hope they can 
get consideration at the senate and alf 
their efforts will be bent to thdt end. 

Hepburn Opens Debate. 

The debate on the canal bill was opened 

in lively fashion by Mr. Hepburn, chafr- 


man of the interstate and foreign com- 
| merce committee, which reported the bil}. 
For two hours he held the floor, replying 
to a volley of questions concerning the 
recent offer of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany to sell its property and franchises to 
the United States for $40,000,000. The in- 
terest in the debate centered almost en- 
tirely in this new phase of the subject. 
Mr. Hepburn maintained that the alleged.

In 
view of all the reports submitted Mr. 
Hepburn said there could now be no 
cuestion in the mind of any well inform-

Good Commercial Venture. 

There was not an atom of work in gen- 
eral engincering, said he, yet to be done. 
In favor of the feasibility and practica- 
bility no enterprise that had ever re- 
ceived the attention of man had been so 
conclusively proved.

Officers of Walla Walla Warned of 


Approaching Vessel. 

San Francisco, Januaryy7.—B. Johnson, 
ene of the lookouts on the wrecked 
steamer Walla Walia told a strange story 
undér oath at Bureka, regarding the 
cause of the collision with the French 
bark Max. 

According to the coroner, who took 
the depositions of Captain Hall and others 
of the. officers and crew of the Walla 
Walla as to the accident, Johnson testi- 
filed that he saw the lights of the French 
bark Many minutes before her prow sank 
into the Walla Walla’s hull, that twice 
he warned the officer on the bridge of the 
approaching danger, but that his warn- 
ings were not heeded. As the vessels 
neared each other, the red and green 
lights of the. bark became more and more 
distinct, according to Johnson's testimno- 
ny as reported by the coroners deputy. 

At last the lookout, alarmed at the fail- 
ure of the officer on the bridge to change 
nis course, started for the cabin ofthe 
first officer, Peter Nilson, but before he 
reached the cabin the vessels had struck 
and the Max drifted away with her lights 
plainly visible. These assertions are con- 
tradicted by the positive statements of 
the steamer’s officers, who declare that a 
sharp lookout was kept and that no warn- 
ing was given of the danger. The reports 
of Captain Hall, of the Walla Walla, and 
Captain Benoist, of the Max, will be fied 
todey with the inspector of hulls and 
boilers. A day will then be set for the in- 
vestigation into the cause of the disaster.

LOSSES OF BOERS LAST YEAR. 


War Should Be Over, Accordizg to 
British Reports. 


London, January 7.—A published review 
of operations in South Africa during the 
past year, based upon offictal reports, 
gives an intcresting comparison of Boer 
and British losses. The review says that 
the total reduction of the Boer forces, in 
killed, wounded, taken prisoners and sur- 
rendered, amounts to 18,320 men. Out of 
this total only 7,993 rifies were secured. 
The captures of Boer ammunition amount 
to 2,300,000 cartridges. British columns are 
Svpposed to have taken all-.the Boer ar- 
tillery, amounting to twenty-seven guns, 
exclusive of the two captured by General 
DeWet at Zeefontein. The capture of 
Boer stock has been enormous, consider- 
ing the great hauls made during the earl- 
jer years of the war. During the last year 
@ total of 29,882 horses were captured, 
while of other stock, such as cattle, oxen 
ond eheep, 366,821 head were captured. 

The British casualties from actual fieht- 
ing amount to only half of those sustain- 
ed by the Boers, namely 9,113 men, of 
which 1,513 were taken prisoners and have 
since been released. During the last year 
4,000 men died of disease, fifteen officers 
and 342 men were accidentally killed and 
25,800 men were invalided home.

Foreign- 
ers were given greater facilities of wit- 
nessing the ceremonial than would have 
been afforded them at most European 
courts. The scene at the Chien gate 
when the emperor and the dowager em- 
press entered the temple to offer thanks 
for their safe journey was nothing less 
than revolutionary when viewed in the 
light of all Chinese customs. The horse- 
shoe wall, forming the ancient gate, was 
crowded with Europeans, diplomats, 
army officers, missionaries, ladies, pho- 
tographers and correspondents, 

When the emperor and the dowager 
cmpress arived at the temple the proces- 
sion halted and their majesties alighted 
from their- chairs, which were covered 
with imperial yellow silk and lined with 
sables. The emperor proceeded to the 
temple of the God of War on the west 
side of the plaza, while hundreds of for- 
ecigners peered down only 40 feet above 
him ayd dozens of cameras were focused 
upon the son of heaven. 


They Enter the Temple. 

When he returned his chair was borne 
through the gate. Then the chair of the 
dowager empress was brought to the door- 
way of the temple of the Goddess of 
Mercy on the east side of the plaza and 
the dowager empress appeared. Amid 
great scuffling of attendants she proceed- 
ed into the temple on the arms of two 
officials, followed by a company of Budd- 
hist priests bearing offerings. The specta- 
tors then heard the booming of the tem- 
ple bell.. After an interval of five minutes 
the dowager empress reappeared, Stand- 
ing in the doorway of the temple she 
looked upward. Directly overhead were 
the German minister, Dr. Mumm Von 
Schwartzenstein, the secretaries of the 
German legation, the officers and ladies 
from the American garrison and the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press. The 
dowager empress saw the foreigners and 
bowed low. She advanced a few steps and 
bowed again in acknowledgment of the 
salutations of the fored’eners. She return- 
ed to her chair looking upward to the 
semi-circle of foreign faces and bowing 
repeatedly. 

In the meantime the Chinese soldiers, 
Manchu bannermen and minor  offictals 
who had crowded the plaza were rever- 
ently Kneeling. The two arches at the 
side of the ancient gateway framed hun- 
dreds of faces of Chinese coolles who, em- 
boldened by the presence of foreigners, 
ventured to gaze upon their rulers. This 
incident constituted a most sharp con- 
trast to the old regime, when neither 
diplomats nor natives were permitted to 
view the passage of royal personages 
along the streets. 

Dowager Empress Appealing. 

The expressioff of the dowager empress 
secmed almost appealing as she faced 
those who had humbled her and brought 
hér down from her former arrogance and 
this confirmed the impression that she is 
returning to Pekin with anxtety for her 
safety. 

The streets from the Machiapo station 
tu the gateways of the Fcrbidden City, a 
distance of 4 miles, were swept and gar- 
nished early this morning. The great 
plaza between the temples of @eaven and 
agriculture were sprinkled with yellow 
sand. Residents were compelled to remain 
indoors. The soldiers and the police form- 
ed a close cordon along both sides of thTs 
entire distance. A sharp wind, bringing 
sand from the Mongolian desert, blinded 
the spectators. 

The special train bearing the emperor 
and empress dowager, composed of twen- 
ty-two cars, was preceded by a pllot en- 
gine and arrived here shortly after noon. 
The engine and emperor's cars were déeco- 
rated with yellow silk dragons by the 
British railroad officers. Two companies 
of Chinese cavalry, mounted on white 
horses, and two companies astride horses 
from Australia, were drawn up at the 
sides of the station. Two thousand offi- 
cials, princes, viceroys and taotais in a 
kaletdoscopic field of silks and furs, in 
which gleamed an occasional yellow 
jacket, were massed upon the platform. 
When the emperor appeared the entire 
assemblage prostrated itself and remain- 
ed kneeling until his majesty had taken 
his place jn his chair. At the station the 
dowager empress simmoned Traffic Man- 
ager Foley and Superintendent Moffat, of 
the railroad, the latter having driven the 
engine which drew the special train, and 
presented them to the emperor, who 
thanked them for their services. 

Imperial Cavalcade Moves. 

The imperial cavalcade then marched 
off at a swift trot, the Chinese cavalry 
in the lead. Then followed the great body 

">. Mongol-an po- 
nies, the Manchu bannermen, the um- 
brella bearers, the spearmen, General 
Yuan Shi Kal, In his newly bestowed yel- 
low jacket, and the emperor, with eight 
bearers carrying his chair and a guard 
of infantrymen marching on either side. 
Then came the dowager empress with an 
equally conspicuous entourage. The lat- 
ter was followed by the boxer chief and 
the prime minister, Jung Lu, in a yellow 
chair. The empress dowager, Prince 
Chun and the lesser officials were carried 
in yellow and green chairs, 

While their: majesties passed the _ sol- 
diers lining the route of the procession 
knelt down, holding their guns at present 
arms, and the buglers sounded thelr in- 
struments continually. Although “he 
streets were kept empty, thousands of 
Chinese crowded the elevations along the 
line of march, a thing never permitted 
before. The soldiers of the American 
garrison stationed here witnessed the 
apectacle from the parade grounds oppo-

Merchants Are “Asking Congress To 
Take Speedy Action. 


Manila, January 7.—Numerous meetings 
of merchants and others have been held 
recently, at which resolutions were pass- 
ed urgently requesting congressional ac- 
tion to mee: the financial situation here. 
Since the ratlo was officially changed 
for the first quarter of 1992 to be $2.10 
Mexican silver to one American gold dol- 
lar, business transactions of any sort 
have become difficult. The majority of 
the business houses have raised ftheir 
prices 5 to 10 per cent and some houses 
refuse to accept any but American coin, 
which is difficult to obtain, owing to the 
vast speculative shipments of coin dur- 
ing the past few montis. Some banks re- 
fuse to recognize the government ratio 
and are following their own ratio at one 
American gold dollar to two Mexican sil- 
ver dollars. Even the government's 
American employees, whose salaries are 
rayabl in Mexican dollars, object to the 
change,- owing to the large increase in 
prices. 

The leading binks refuse to handle 
government checks, not because they 
have any trouble of obtaining the mon- 
ey, but because of the frequent long de- 
lays over trifling irregularities. . 

The postal authorities refuse to accept 
Mexican, dollars for American dollars 
at any ratio.

Five Desperadoes Crack a Bank 
at St. Louis, 


Before Beginning Work on the Bank 
the Robbers Seized and Bound 
Three Watchmen—The 
Haul Netted Them 
$5,000. 


? 


S+. Louls, January 7.—Six masked men 
entered the National Stock Yards bank, 
north of East St. Louis, Ills., iast night 
and after capturing and gagging the two 
night watchmen and firemen at the plant 
and blowing open the vaults with dyna- 
mite, secured $5,000 in coin and currency, 
with which they decamped. For nine 
nours, from 7 o'clock last night until 4 
o'clock a. ms they were at work on the 
vaults without being interfered with. The 
entire East St. Louis police force, alded 
by the St. Louls police, are guarding all 
avenues of escape, but as yet have ob- 
tained no clew to the whereabouts of the 
robbers, who, it is believed, escaped on 
horseback. 

Lee Philpot, one of the watchmen, a 
rough rider friend of President Roose- 
velt, and a member of the well known 
Kentucky family of that name, was the 
first to meet the robbers. He was stand- 
ind in the stock yards near the Exchange 
building, in which the bank is located, 
when he was addressed by three men 
who sprang out of a fence corner with 
revolvers in their hands. 

Taken by the Robbers. 

They said: ‘“‘We want you, Philpot,” 
and with that overpowered him before 
he could reach his revolver. The three 
robbers took Philpot to the composing 
room of The Daily National Stock Yards 
Reporter, near by, and laid him on the 
floor. He was bound hand and foot and 
gagged with towels. While lying there 
three other men came in. 

While he was lying on the floor Phil- 
pot heard the ieader of the robbers say: 
“Let's kill him.”" He was prevented from 
doing this, Philpot says, by the other 
robbers. One of the men was sent out 
with injunctions to sccure anybody else 
in the vicinity. Albert Estep, the other 
bank watchman, was caught on the steps 
of the Exchange building. The robber 
went up to Estep and addressed him by 
name. Thinking it was a frierd, Estep 
was taken unawares and a revolver was 
thrust into hia face and under threats 
of death he was forced to go to the com- 
posing room, where he was also bound 
and gagged. 

wight Fireman L. w. Clark was taken 
unawares in the steam plant of the Ex- 
change building. He resisted and was bad- 
ly beaten before he was subdued. He was 
clgo taken to the composing room and 
left, bound and gagged, with his two com- 
panions. 

Abont midnight one of the robbers was 
left to guard the three captives, while the 
other five went to the bank, which is lo- 
cated on the first floor of the Exchange 
building, near the center. 


Dynamited Steel Doors. 

With nitroglycerin the robbers blew 
open the steel doors of the vault. These 
doors, of a double thickness of steel, 
were shattered and the bank's books 
blown ‘nto shreds. Entering the vault, 
the big steel safe with quadruple plate 
doors, was next encountered. These doors 
were drilled and a charge of the explosive 
ins*rted, which blew them off ‘The ex- 
plesion destroyed more books and papers 
and scattered about $600 in gold and silver 
upon the floor. This money was not 
taken by the robbers. They took all the 
currency and other coin, amounting to 
ibout $5,000, as nearly as the bank's offi- 
cers can estimate. The five men left the 
bank and signalled to the one who was 
guarding the captive watchmen ond fire- 
man and he joined his companions. 

Five minutes after the robber guard left 
the compcsing room, Estep, whe had not 
been bound securely, worked loose and 
released Clark and Philpot. 

All the robbers wcre masks. In addi- 
tion to the $5,000 the robbers secured $55) 
left with the bank by Assistant Postmas- 
ter Bushnell, of the stock yards. This 
is the bank whose officers recently swore 
out a warrant charging Theodore Duddle- 
ston, the assistant cashier, with embez- 
zling $12,000. 


CHILEANS LIKELY TO LEAVE. 


Arbitration Question Is Still Worry- 
ing Pan-American Congress. 

Mexico City. January 7.—Though the 
arbitration difficulty is not settled, the 
situation is improving, but it still remains 
probable that, if the Chileans are as 
cood as their word, they will withdraw 
from the conference. The Chileans have 
»resented to the officials of the confer- 
ence a memorandum statirg that in waat- 
«ver form the compulsery plan is present- 
ed to the conference they will withdraw. 
™n nakinge this statement the delegates 
of Chile recall the conditions under which 
Chile eccepted the invitation to the con- 
ference, viz.: 

That if any attempt were made: to in- 
trodguce into the conference, vexatious 
cuestions for the purpose of covertly or 
cpenly antagonizing Chile, the delegates 
of that country would withdraw. The 
cbhject that the Mexican delegates and W. 
I. Buchanan, the American member of 
the arbitration committee, have been 
pursuing during recent negotiationg has 
been to find a method by which the com- 
pulsery plan mig¢ht be introduced in such 
a manner as t>? satisfy its advocates and 
at the same time to avoid the separation 
of the Chileans. Now that the latter say 
that in whatever form the matter is intro- 
duced they will withdraw, the frierds 
of the compulsory plan are all the .more 
insistent to have their convention intro- 
duced into the conference concurrently 
and on exactly the same footing as the 
project by which allegiance to adhere to 
The Hague convention. If they have 
their way and the Chileans carry out 
their thréat, then the conference will 
have. to finish its labors with the Chil- 
eans. But there is an impression here 
that the Chileans are playing a bluff.

TO LAWMAKERS 


Governor Longino Sends Paper to 
Mississippi Legislature, 


TOUCHES ON VITAL ISSUES 


Recommends Increase in Salaries of 
All State House Officers, Say- 
ing Pay They Now Re- 
ceive Is Inade- 
quate. 


Jackson, Miss., January 7.—(Special.)— 
The special session of the Mississippi 
legislature convened at noon today. Lieu- 
tenant Governor Harrison presided over 
the senate and Speaker A. J. Russell, of 
Lauderdale, presided over the lower 
house. Both bodies were opened with 
prayer and a few minutes later Governor 
Longino’s message, which is the longest 
ever sent to a legislature in this state, 
was submitted and the reading com- 
menced by Secretary Murray, of the sen- 
ate, and Clerk Smith, of the iower house. 

The legislature can act only on such 
subjects as are recommended by the gov- 
ernor, and he has mapped out more than 
enough to keep the lawmakers at work 
for a longer period than the thirty-dauy 
limit allowed by law. A number of sub- 
jects of vital importance to the common- 
wealth are touched upon ana recommen- 
dations made for legislative action. 

Touching the financial condition of the 
state the governor states that $400,000 in 
bonds have been paid off since the last 
session, and that it has not been neces- 
sary to issue any part cf the $1,000,000 
series authorized for the construction of 
the new state house, the work being paid 
for out of the general fund of the treas- 
ury. He estimates the probable income 
of the state during the 


ture to keep within this sum in making 
appropriations. 

The purchase of the new convict farm 
in the delta is reviewed by the govérnor 
end mention made that 2,000 acres of land 
be placed itn readiness for cultivation and 
four stockades built. He predicts that 
the entire farm of 12,000 acres will be in 
cultivation by 1904. 

The suspension of Treasurer Stowers is 
mentioned and the correspondence com 
nected with the sensational incident sub- 
mittcd for legislative consideration. No 
Tecommendaticn is made. 


Better Roads Urged. 
The message urges the passage of such

The governor urgently recommends the 
passages of a bill appropriathirg a liberal 
Sum for the purpose of building a state 
home for indigent confederate soldiers. 

More liberal treatment of the Mississippi 
national guard ms _epked and complimen:- 
tary mention maue” of excellent services 
rendered. 

Mention is made that the state board of 
health has been handicaped in fighting 
contagious diseases by lack of sufficient 
funds and promise made of a further com- 
munication on the subject.

The governor makes a specia) plea for 
the country schools, saying they should 
be more liberalNy provided for and sug- 
gests .that the legislature clothe itself 
with the power to require the counties tu 
levy a special tax for school purposes. He 
recommends that a state normal school 
for teachers be established and authorizes 
action on Superintendent Whitfield’s re- 
quest for a new enumeration of pupils in 
1902. 

Liberal appropriaticns are uregd for the 
University of Mississippi, A. and M: col- 
lege at Starkville; I. I. and C. college at 
Columbus, Alcorn A. and M. college and 
other institutions. 

One of the most important recommen- 
dations is for an increase in the salaries 
of all state officers. He says that the

Salaries now paid are not sufficient for 


the officials to meet the financial demands 
made upon them. 

The work of the two insane hospitals, 
institutions for the blind and deaf and 
dumb is reviewed. The request of the lat- 
ter institution for new buildings is not 
indorsed. 

Action on the request of the _ state 
charity hospital at Vicksburg is recom- 
mended. 

The governor urges a liberal appropria- 
tion for the purpose of making a display 
of Mississippi's resources at the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition in 1903. 

Brief reviews are made of the sales of 
college lands, work of boundary commis- 
sion and the commission to locate posi- 
tions of Mississippi troops during Vicks- 
burg siege. 

The governor urges an amendment to 
the section of the code regarding notaries 
public so thatthese officials can be ap- 
pointed only @ places where there are 
neither justicés of the peace nor court 
clerks. 

The history of the capitol commission 
and work on the new capitol building is 
exhaustively reviewed. 

The ee indorses all the recom- 
mendations made by the attorney general, 
such as codification of the laws, amend- 
ment of anti-trust law, saving clause, 
fees and salaries, taxes, statistics, etc. 
He also gives his hedrty indorsement to 
the recommendation of Auditor Cole for 
the creation of a department of banking 
and insurance and the passage of new 
laws governing these subjects. 


Wants Election Law Revised. 


In regard to the primary election law, 
whith has been so widely discussed for 
some time, the governor reiterates the 
assertions on this subject made in 190 
and authorizes the legislature to revise 
the present statutes, which, he says, 
not amount to even a _Tespectable make- 
shift.’ 

In conclusion the message speaks in 
eulogistic terms of the phenomenal in- 
dustrial and commercial] activity in the 
commonwealth, railroad building and 
rranufacturing development in the state, 
and paints a glowing picture for the fu- 
ture. 

After the reading of the message the 
legislature adjourned for the day. Six 
new members were inducted into office. 
having been chosen to fill vacancies cre- 
ated since ' the tast session.

‘Schoo! Begins Its Work 


‘A Unique Plan Originated by Chan- 
cellor Hill Was an Address to 
the Student Body by a 
Member of Each 
Class. 


Athens, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)—The 
University of Georgia commenced its sec- 
ond session this morning. The majority 
of the students have returned, though all 
have not yet arrived. 

The prospects for a large increase in 
atfendance are gratifying. Before Christ- 
mas two hundred and seventy-nine names 
were on the register. Now, counting in 
the students who enter half advanced, 
and the agricultural newcomers, the at- 
tendance bids fair to swell to a number 
near the figures of last year. 

The exerciges with which college opened 
were unique, in that it was probably the 
first time that such a plan had ever been 
tried at the university. Immediately af- 
ter regular chapel exercises, the chancel- 
lor announced that he had asked several 
students, one from each class, to deliver 
a five-minutes’ talk to the students. 

Major Fietcher spoke for the law class. 
The gist of his talk was an appeal to 
the students of the university to wake up 
and get to work, in order to show the peo- 
ple of the state what the college is cap- 
able of doing and what it is doing; to im- 
press upon them that this college is their 
property, erected and maintained for the 
purpose of educating and _ instructing 
them and giving a better preparation for 
life to the entire youth of Georgia. 

‘Mr. Oliver, of the senior class, gave @ 
short talk on college spirit. 

“In the university,”’ he said, ‘‘for some 
time; there has been a: lack of college 
spirit, without which there cannot possi- 
bly be success in college life. We should 
carry college spirit into mental contests 
as well as intg physical ones, for mental 
endowments are far more valuable than 
physical ones.”’ 

Wellborn Reynolds, 
represented the junior class. 
said: 

‘There is a long and glorious record be- 
hind us, filled with many undying names.

TO POPE BARRUW 
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Famous Race for Congress in 
Ninth Is Recalled 


Both Judge Barrow and Governor 
Candler May Have Reason To 
Recall Their Conduct at 
‘ That Time, Judge 

Speer Says. 


Macon, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Judge Bmory Speer’s attention was called 
today to the rrow rl interview with 
Judge Pope Barro printed in The Sa- 
vannah Press? 

“Every one who hus spoken to me 
about the matter,’”’ he said, “appeared 
pleased that I was to be Judge Falll- 
gant’s successor. It was this evidence 
of public sentiment that moved me 
largely to take the place so long held 
by one of the most brilliant members 
of the Savannah bar.”’ 

Asked why he supposed the governor 
should have seen fit to appoint him, 
when he did not apply for the position, 
Mr. Barrow said: 

“Allen Candler appointed me judge 
on his own judgment. He knows me 
well and has known me long. Prob- 
ably, also, he remembered my devotion 
to bis cause in 1882, when Qe ran for 
congress against Emory Speer, who 
was himself a friend of mine,’ in what 
is now the ninth Georgia district. 
That was a very close race and I 
worked hard for Candler’s election. I 
had a race on myself for the United 
States senate before the Georgia leg- 
islature, but I left it to take up the 
fight for Candler. I know that he feels 
that I was worth something to him in 
that campaign, and this is unsolicited 
appreciation.’’ 

“Then vou tHink Governor Candler fs 
‘gratefui?”’ 

“He will never forget that time, if 
he lives to be 500 years old.’’ 

Judge Speer’s Answer. 

Speaking of this interview, Judge Speer 
said: 

“The statement of Judge Barrow 
very interesting. I am glad to see that 
he is so happy over his appointment. It 
is probably true that Governor Candler 
appointed him on account of the part he 
took in the warfare against me twenty 
years ago, and it is also probable that 
the people of Georgia will be as proud of 
the judge who was thus evolved from my 
politics as they are of the governor who 
had the same origin. 

“Tt is also true, I think, that both Gov- 
ernor Candler and Judge Barrow will not 
forget ‘that time,’ if they both ‘live to be 
500 years old.’ 

‘‘And,”’ said Judge Speer, with a smile, 
“if the belief of the Christian in retribu- 
tion for deeds done in the body is true, it 
is not impossib'e that they may both 
have lively reasons to recall their conduct 
at ‘that time’ for a much longer period.”

TO RAISE SUNKEN STEAMER. 


Effort Will Be Made To Save the M. 
W. Kelly. 

Columbus, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)— 
A strong effort will be made to raise the 
steamer M. W. Kelly, which sank jn the 
Chattahoochee river 4 miles above Eu- 
faula yesterday. The steamer is lying 
partly on her side, with the water 10 
feet deep over a portion of the lower 
deck aft. The bow of the steamer on 
that side is 4 feet under water.: One of 
the engines is submerged and most of the 
lower deck is under water, although on 
one side the forward part of the deck 
is high and dry. The steamer now blocks 
the channel. It is perhaps 40 feet from 
the Alabam@ sipre. 

The steamer Hires is on the scene to 
render assistance. This afternoon a 
barge was sent down to act as a lighter. 
Arrangements will probably be made to- 
morrow to get divers from Florida. A 
pump was ehipped to the scene this after- 
noon. It*is thought that with proper 
effort the boat can be raised. The boat 
is lying on the edge of a deep chfinnel. 

The steamer ran into a big log, carried 
down by the high water. The log, which 
was beneath the surface, was hung in the 
wreckage of the old steamer Young and 
there was not even a ripple to denote its 
existence. As the boat was in the chan- 
nel at the time, the accident was unavoid- 
able. The log ripped-a hole in the vessel 
30 or 40 feet long. It will take quick 
work to save the boat. Insurance data 
sent last night is correct. 

The M. W. Kelly is valued at $20,000. 
There. is $5,000 insurance on the boat.

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Southern Mineral Output. 


Figures have the reputation of be 
ing very prosaic and practical things 
and most of us have as little to do 
with them as possible, because of our 
experience with them’ in making ends 
meet, but figures are sometimes very 
eloquent and we have never seen them 
partake more richly of this divine at- 
tribute than in an article which ap- 
pears in the current number of The 
Chattanooga Tradesman, entitled “The 
Mineral Resources of the Southern 
States,” from the pen of J. L. Wat- 
kins. 

We have long been aware of the 
fact that no section of the country pos- 
sessed greater natural resources and 
advantages than the south, and we 
have also realized to some extent that 
the agencies of progress have been 
busily at work in developing the ex- 
traordinary possibilities of this sec- 
tion, but we have never fully appre. 
ciated the magnitude of what the 
south has actually accomplished with- 
in the past few years until coming 
face to face with the figures which Mr. 
Watkins has compiled in this article, 
and we beg to acknowledge the ser- 
vice which he has thus rendered, not 
only to us but to all who are inter- 
ested in the subject of southern devel- 
opment. 

In 1880 the total value of the south’s 
mineral output was only $21,350,415, 
but during the decade which fqllowed 
an awakening took place in this sec- 
tion, the good effects of which were 
felt throughout the vast area of the 
southern territory and have been con- 
tinuous until now. So in 1890 it was 
found that the value of the output had 
climbed to $72,315,692, while in 1900 
it had reached the phenomenal aggre- 
gate of $171,476,418. Below we give 
the figures for each of the southern 
states, showing the gains made by 
each of them during the two decades 
from 1880 to 1900:

Georgia fails to show up as well 
in this table as some of the other 
states of this section, but this is due 
to the fact that Georgia is not one of 
the coal and iron producing states, 
like West Virginia, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee. Her mineral wealth consists 
largely in clays, marbles and gold 
ores; and the agencies of develop- 
ment have just commenced to lay bare 
the treasures which are stored away 
in the depths of her mountains. Be- 
fore another decade. has elapsed we 
venture to predict that tne mineral re- 
sources of Georgia will equal, if not 
surpass, those of any state in this sec- 
tion. 
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Word Concerning Text-Books. 

By authority of a recent act of the 
general assembly the children in the 
public schools of Georgia are required 
to be taught the elementary principles 
of physiology and personal hygiene. 
The hour in which to argue tne wis- 
dom and practical results of law is 
either past, or has not yet arrived. 
The main purpose of the law stands 
avowed. The end chiefly aimed at by 
its advocates is to instruct the rising 
generation in the evil physical effects 
of alcoholics and narcotics. That 
end is a most desirable form of edu- 
cation for youth, and now that we are 
entered upon the undertaking it is the 
duty of the administrators of the law 
to give it full opportunity and a fair 
trial. 

The first matter that deserves at- 
tention is the choice of proper text- 
books. It is a matter of common no- 
.\oriety that the temperance enthusi- 
asts of the country have forced into 
the school courses of many states 
text-books on the subjects named that 
are travesties of common knowledge 
and scientific truths. In the endeavor 
to indoctrinate the young with a deter- 
rent horror of alcoholics and nar- 
cotics, things have been said in the 
books concerning liquors that every 
toper in the land knows to be untrue, 
and charges are laid upon the Indian 
weed that any chewer of long green, 
or any gamin smoking a butt from the 
gutter, can refute with logic and 
proofs as clear as the sun. 

It will not profit the cause of tem- 
perance, or contribute to clean mouths 
and nicotineless apparel, to teach to 
the young people as true things that 
their fuller knowledge in after years 
will compel them to denounce as false. 
The doctrine of a book will always 
fall before the facts obtained by ob- 
servation, contact and experience. 
Thousands of children will discredit 
the statements of the morning lesson 
when they see them refuted by the 
father’s or brother's practices at home 
in the evening. Therefore, if the chil- 
dren of Georgia are to be taught to 
eschew alcoholics and narcotics, let 
them be taught to do so in books that 
are sane and scientifically accurate. 

Another matter needs to be safe- 
guarded. That is the ability of the 

tastruction — 


ers to “impart: 


upon 


these delicate subjects understanding- 


ly. We risk nothing in the judgment: 


that a majority of the teachers of our 
schools are not competent now to 
teach their pupils in the course pre- 
scribed and do so intelligently and 
wisely. The county authorities should 
not hesitate about requiring teachers 
to promptly prepare themselves in the 
text-books they are to use. Otherwise 
the teaching on these subjects will be- 
come manifestly absurd. 


Mr. Ohl’s Letters.

JUDGE ROBERT FALLIGANT 


Editor Constitution: Recent notices of 
the death of Judge Robert Falligant, of 
Savannah, bring up many kindly feelings 
about him. As a lawyer and judge he 
has been justly and deservedly praised. 
As a citizen and social friend he has 
been properly written of,' and sorrow 
comes to numerous friends who knew 
him and loved him. 

Judge Falligant is remembered as Cap- 
tain Falligant. He was a brave and pa- 
triotic soldier, and served in a Georgia 
regiment in Virginia. He was a poet as 
well as a soldier and has given us some 
Of the finest expressions of patriotic senti- 
ment in a poetic version. Among his 
poems we have one that will live long 
in history and song, and generations 
and successors of the sons and daughters 
of confederate veterans will sing it with 
reverence for the cause, and for the hero 
to whom it refers, the gallant and grand 
leader, General John B. Gordon. The 
poem was composed by Captain Falli- 
gant and was sung by soldiers in camp 
during the war, and is one of the war 
songs of the confederacy. I think it may 
now be an appropriate occasion to re- 
publish it, as a tribute to the gallant 
Captain. Falligant. The poem is entitled 
“The Man of the Twelfth of May.’’ I 
remember when w* were in Louisville, 
Ky., in 1900, in the reunion of United 
Confederate Veterans, at Colonel Hemp- 
hill’s reception at the Galt house, among 
Others called on for recitations Judge 
Falligant was one, and at first he modest- 
ly declined. I remember he said that he 
did not then know of anything he could 
recite. I was near him and suggested to 
him his own poem, as I said: “Give us 
‘The Man of the Twelfth of May.’” I 
remember how his countenance seemed 
to cheer and brighten as he came for- 
ward to recite the poem. 

Will you please publish the poem, so 
that it may be known and remembered 
and preserved? 

It commemorates that famous confed- 
erate charge, led by the dauntless Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon at the front of his 
division against General Hancock’s corps 
at Spottsylvania Court House Va., on 
the 12th of May, 1864, when the yankees 
were, routed.

Milk Flour in. Sweden. 

Dr, M. Ekenberg, of Gothenburg, has 
made a discovery which will be of im- 
portance in dairy farming. He claims to 
have invented an apparatus by which 
milk can be brought into the form cf 
powder, like flour in appearance, but pos- 
sessing all the quel'ties of milk in concen- 
trated form, moisture excepted. It is 
said that this milk flour is completely 
soluble In water, and can be used for 
all purposes for which common milk 
is employed. The milk ficur does not 
get sour, does not ferment, and in the 
dry state is not sensitive to changes in 
the weather. It can be kept and trans- 
ported in tin cans, barrels, bags, etc. 
The ccst of productiofi Dr. Ekenberg has 
estimated at about 27 cents per 106 quarts 
(1 ore per liter), and he thinks that 
flour made from skimmed milk can be 
sold for about 13 cents per pound (1 
krone per kilogram). At a recent meet- 
ing of the Academy of Agriculture Dr. 
Ekenberg exhibited samples of the milk 
flour. which received Zavorable com- 
ments. It is considered that the inven- 
tion will be of the greatest importance 
for the utilization jof skimmed milk, 
which heretofore has largely been wast- 
ed, but in the dry form can be trans- 
ported all over the country without ls- 
ing any of its original qualities. 

The product mentioned is considered 
superior to the casein products ‘*proton”’ 
and “proteide’’ now manufactured from 
milk by the aid of rennei, acid, or Ive.

Consular Plan in Export Trade. 

A few weeks ago a young American 
business man called at the consulate to 
tell me that one American firm, at least, 
had followed my plan in export trade and 
had been wonderfully successful in doing 
so. I understand that my caller had read 
and approved of those portions of my 
trade reports where, in entire agreement 
with all of my consular colleagues, I 
have urged that American manufacturers 
study and regard not only the needs but 
even tne whims of foreign consumers, 
and that, having ample capital and a 
good working partner, he had put the 
idea into successful operation. The firm 
has about eight agencies.. In each con- 
tract there is a clause binding the manu- 
facturer to make and pack and ship any 
article in exactly the way tne London 
agent specifies, and no agency is taken 
from a manufacturer who will not 80 
bind himself in legal form, and the man- 
ufacturer is given to understand that 
this is the most important clause in the 
ecntract and that his personal views cn 
foreign markets are not wanted.

American Overalls in England. 

Not long «go, an American stranded 
here claimed that he could get work if 
he had a suit of workman’s overalls; and 
in a moment of generosity I went out with 
the man, and, naturally enough, looked 
for the kind of overalls used by work- 
men in the United States—those with a 
continuation of the frent of the trousers 
in the shape of an apron to the neck, end 
with cross straps serving as suspenders 
and buttoning on the reer of the trousers. 
These overalls have in the United States 
a big pocket across the chest for tools, 
and the costume is completed with the 
kind of coat used here. ‘This type of over- 
alls -seemed to be unknown here; but I 
have since had as a caller at the con- 
working classes, 
who does what he calls “a rough-and- 
ready trade.’ He has a son in the United 
States, and it seems visited this son last 
summer. He told me that when he was 
there he had noticed the overalls worn by 
American workmen, ard had since made 
overalls of the same kind for some of 
his customers. He said there would be 
a large sale here for overalls of this type, 
made by machinery,. provided they were 
made more carefully and of heavier and 
better material than that used in the 
United States; and that a corresponding- 
ly higher price could be obtained. British 
workmen, he said, cannot afford to wear 
overalls for a few weeks and then throw 
them away, as the American workman 
does, but must make them last a year, 
and therefore they must be of better ma- 
terial and “‘Wash white.” 

It occurs to me this intormation may 
be of value to American manufacturers 
of overalls.

Coal in France. 

For its entrance into northern France, 
American coal seeirs destined soon to be 
independent of abnormal conditions. The 
present depressed state of the continental 
metallurgic industry offsets the advan- 
tages offered. by the Transvaal war and 
the miners’ disturbance. In southern 
France the importation of American coal 
hos pissed the experimental stage; and, 
notwithstanding the nearness of English, 
Belgian and German coal fields, American 
coal has begun to filter into northern 
France at different points. Two weeks 
ago, for the first time in the history of 
this port, a vessel direct from Philadei- 
phia unloaded a cargo on the Rouen 
quays. If this infiltration is successfully 
begun with ‘the employment of foreign 
ehipping, It can only be a matter of time 
when the United States. with her own 
vessels, will supply most, if not all, of 
the French deficiency. 

France consumes annually gbout 4,- 
500,000 -tons of coal, of which she produces 
nearly 75 per cent. 

Of the 13,416,700 tons imported last year, 
England furnished 7,761,000 tons; Belgium, 
4,690,000 tons; Germany, 804,700 tons, and 
the United States, 161,000 tons. 

One of the greitest objections urged 
against American coal in France is its 
friability. This has been the subject of 
a lengthy article in a recent number of 
L’'Echo des Mines et de la Metallurgie. 
In answer to the charge Mr. Sullivan- 
Alexar.der, of the American Coal and 
Shipping Agency, contributed a letter, at 
the request of the editor, admiiting that 
American coal in general was more 
friable than the English product, but in- 
sisting that some American coal, such as 
the Pocahontas, the Westmoreiand, etc., 


privaled the very best Cardiff steam coal. 


He further gave reasOns why the Amer- 
ican article erriving in Kurope was more 
broken then that trem Mngland—the ex- 
traction by machiner®’ instead of chiefiy 
by hand; the employment of dynamite 
and powder; the closeness to the sur- 
face of American coais.

Ameri- 
can soft coal cannot yet, even with the 
present low ocean rates, be introduced 
here profitably. Just now, soft coal costs 
15%s. ($3.77) per ton in Hamburg, and is 
of two sorts, both so soft that they can- 
not stand transportation. The Westpha- 
lian soft coal ig beth better and cheaper 
than the American. At present, Ameri- 
can soft coal can only be imported on the 
Mediterranean with profit, and _ there, 
also, everything depends on the freight* 
rates. 

The import of anthracite coal from 
America is quite another matter. Mr. 
Schulze said: 

“I have just purchased 10,000 tons, which 
will reach Hamburg shortly, and have ar- 
ranged for 30.000 tons more for March and 
April. I shall probably take 100,000 tons 
next year. The freight, however, must 
not go above 7s. ($1.70) per ton, oF no 
business can be done. I have the coal sent 
whole, and break it up at my works in 
Hamburg. In the importation of anthra- 
cite coal, England is the only competitor 
with America.”’

Archaeological Discoveries in Greece. 

The recent archaeological discoveries in 
Greece and the islands adjacent have been 
so numerous that a proper understand- 
ing of their general significance has been 
rendered difficult. Interest ®& at present 
centered in the islands of Leucas and 
Ithaca, because of discoveries which May 
shed a new light upon the home and sur- 
roundings of Odysseus. From various 
parts of the country come reports of dis- 
coveries, although in many cases these 
are mere fabrications, and, when they 
are not, considerable difficulty is found in 
securing government possession. 

A rather important field is being devel- 
oped on the island of Crete. Seven tombs 
have been unearthed within the last three 
months, bearing every evidence of My- 
ceanic origin and containing skeletons of 
men and women, marble statues, gold 
rings and bracelets and various other or- 
naments and figures. One held a very 
remarkable carving in carnelian, rectang- 
ular in form, but slightly rounded on 
its long sides, and surmounted by two 
striking figures. The one represents &@ 
man in a kneeling position grappling @ 
huge bull by the horns; the more remark- 
able of the two, however, is the figure of 
the Babylonian demon of the storm, the 
monstrous Typhon or Typhoon, after As- 
syro-Babylonian art, standing, with open 
mouth, upon its hind feet and holding 
aloft between its fore feet the figure of 
an animal. Upon its back it bears the 
heavy, fringed tunic of the Babylonian 
kings. This figure is considered of a high 
order of workmanship and very valu- 
able. 

Among other objects of interest found 
in these tombs were an earthen vase in 
the form of a wine pourer, fhe neck and 
mouth representing the head of a bird: 
a small bronze mirror; rectangular blocks 
of ivory surmounted by figures of mar- 
iners, and light, golden beads or bulbs. 
used as the medial pendants for necklaces 
and collars. The corridor leading to the 
tombs, cut out of solid rock, is 13 to i6 
feet long and about 3% feet wide, and 
the door leading into the tomb extends in 
an arch to the top of the passageway and 
is constructed entirely of hewn stone laid 
without mortar. The bodies discovered 
in each of the tombs are in a poor state 
of preservation, in most cases only the 
teeth remaining intact. :

Utilizing Cawdust. 

At the patent office in Berlin an applica- 
tion is pending which provides for: the 
utilization of sawdust in combination with 
melasse as a food for animals. This may 
savor of the tale of the farmer who ap- 
plied green goggles to his horse and fed 
him on sawdust, with the well-known re- 
sult; yet the analytical table of nutri- 
tious matter contained in wood that is 
appended to the patent application is re- 
markable, when compared with that of 
straw. Chopped straw is used in Europe 
in considerable quantities to feed to ani- 
mals in mixtures, and, according to the 
analysis, prepared sawdust would he 
more nourishing than straw. The inventor 
kindly put at my disposal the claims set 
forth in his patent application, of which 
I give a translation: 

‘“‘In the rational economics of the farm- 
er, science and modern technic play a 
great part. The observation has frequent- 
ly been madé that animals have a decided 
liking for young shoots and roots of 
shrubs, as well as the stems of indian 
corn and sunflower stalks, all of which 
are easily digested. Experiments of long 
standing have proven that the nutriment 
contained in the shoots remains the same 
after they become wood. When certain 
chemicals—sa|t and calcareous water—are 
added to sawdust or ground corn cobs 
and stalks that have undergone a cer- 
tain fermenting process, the resultant 
product is a food for animals that is easily 
assimilated and digested, and is liked by 
cattle, horses, sheep and pigs. The val- 
uable properties of this prepared food are 
based upon the nutritious matter contain- 
ed in the wood (which is set free by the 
fermenting process), mixed with a large 
percentage of melasse. 

“The nutritious matter in stems of In- 
dian corn and sunflower stalks, if pre- 
pared, is proportionately larger. It I« 
evident that a very cheap cattle food can 
be prepared in this manner, to which mav 
be added potato peelings, husks and shells 
of grains, and from 70 to 80 per cent of 
melasse, which will be absorbed by the 
prepared sawdust. The aforementioned 
‘torfmelasse’ contains but from 20 to & 
per cent of melasse. The nourishing 
qualities of melasse for animale have 
been known to agriculture, but on account 
of its slimy condition it could not be 
properly utilized” 

The inventor, Heinrich Reh, Withelm 
strasse 271, Berlin, Germany, is ready to 
give further information to interested 
parties. 

Sawdust in cake form as fuel has been 
produced in Prussia. These are octagon- 
shaped bricks, 6% inches long, 3% inches 
wide and three-fourths of an inch thick: 
weight, one-half pound each. In the dis- 
trict and surrounding towns where the 
factory was located the schools were 
heated by this fuel, which burns in afr. 
tight stoves without a large flame, and 
leaves but little ash. It is an Ideal fuel, 
being clean, and no regulating of the stove 
being necessary. No binding ingredient 
is used; the sawdust is dried and pressed 
in the @hape of the briquette. The apb- 
sence of all tarry or oily substances pre- « 
vents smoke. The weight of such a 
briquette indicates the ,heavy pressure 
under which it takes its shape, and the 
edges look like polished oak; in fact, It is 
heavier than a piece of hard wood of the 
same size. The demand created by the 
popularity of this fuel exceeded the sup- 
ply of sawdust obtainable in the vicinity 
of the factory, sp shiploads were procured 
from Sweden and carloads from distant 
manufactories, Sawdust which previously 
could be had for the asking, demanded a 
market price as soon as it became known 
that a certain factory could make use of 
it. Even then, it was profitable to man- 
ufacture the briquettes; but, unfortunate. 
ly, the factory was destroyed by fire In- 
surance troubles have’ delayed its rebufid- 
ing. I’ am of the opinion that in- our 
woodworking districts, the manufacture of 
sawdust briquettes without a binding me- 
terial would pay well, and I am ready to 
furnish persons interested with the cost 
of the machinery necessary. :

Qne of the Most Prominent Rabbis 
in the United States. 
Louisville, Ky., January 7.—Dr. Adolpa 
Moses, rabbi of Adas Israel temple, in 
this city since 1881,. died at 11:30 tonight 

of paralysis of the heart. 

Dr. Moses came of a family of rabbis. 
He was a native -of Santomishel, in 
Posen, the Polish province of Prussia, 
and was born in May, 1840. His father 
was Rabbi J. L. Moses. 

After leaving the university at Bresiau 
Dr. Moses traveled extensively. In 1860 
he enlisted under Garibaldi in the Nea- 
politan campaign. 

In 1870 he cam@ to this country 
took charge of a synagogue in

“During nis stay at Mobile Dr Moses and 


Rabbi Wise, of Cincinnati, headed the 
movement for reformed Judaism, which 
has since so generally prevailed.

Dr. Moses leaves a wife and ten chil- 
dren.

MUST MAKE DEPOSIT.

WRIGHT sent out notices yesterday 
to all the assessment life insurance com- 
panies in Georgia calling their attention 
tc the new law passed by the last legis- 
iature, requiring them to make a deposit, 
which went into effect on January 1. 

This new law requires all assessment 
life companies to make a deposit of 32¢,- 
000 with the state treasurer. Of this 
emcunt the law requires that $5,000 be de- 
peeited now and $15,000 on January 1, 196. 
So far only one asseesment life company, 
located at Rome, has complied with the 
law. Under the notices sent out by the 
comptroller general, these deposits must 
be made at once or the companies falling 
to cbey the law will have to forfeit their 
license to do business in the state.

BIZZELL IS A CANDIDATE 


Recent Action of Council Has Caused 
a Complication To Arise in 
the Affairs of the 
Health Depart- 
ment. 


President Jarnagin’s resignation as 
president of the board of health,.tendered 
at Monday night's meeting of council, 
and the refusal of that body to accept it, 
causes a question as to who will be elect- 
ed at the next meeting of the board, 
which takes place next Friday afternoon. 

Dr. Jarnagin and Dr. Bigzell are close 
personal friends. Some time ago Dr. Biz- 
zell became a candidate for the chairm4in- 
ship of the board on the supposition that 
Dr. Jarnagin had decided to resign. This 
fact was generally known, and when ap- 
proached on the subject several times, 
Dr. Jarnagin invariably stated that he 
would tender his resignation at the first 
meeting of the council of 1902. For some 
weeks Dr. Bizzell was the only avowed 
candidate and and it was generally con- 
ceded that he would have no opposition 
for the place. 

However, the fact that Dr. Jarnagin’'s 
resignation has not been accepted and 
the additional one that an effort may be 
made by the special committee of the 
board to cause him to reconsider, places 
a different complexéon on the matter. 

The situation at present is this: 

if Dr. Jarnagin insists on the accept- 
ance of his resignation, Dr. Bizzell will 
be a candidate, and if, on the contrary, 
Dr. Jarnagin decides to remain on. the 
board, Dr. Bizzell will not oppose him— 
in fact, will support him. 

Dr. Jarnagin was seen yesterday, but 
would give no intimation of his probable 
action, pending the next méeting of the 
board. 

Dr Bizzell was also seen. He sald: 

““At the present time I am a candidate 
for president of the board of health 
Should, however, Dir. Jarnagin decide to 
remain on the board, I would not only 
not run, but would support him in every 
possible way.”

CIVIL RULE IN PHILIPPINES. 


Congressman Cooper Introduces Bill 
On the Subject. 
Washington, January 7.—Representa- 
tive Cooper, of Wisconsin, chairman of 
the house committee on insular affairs, 
today introduced a bill filing a complete 
form of civil government for the Philip- 
pines to begin January 1, 1904, with a 
governor appointed by the president, a 
legislature of two houses and with two 
Philippine commissioners to represent the 
Filipino people at Washington. In other 
respects the Cooper bill follows that of 
Senator Lodge, heretofore summarized, 
but in the important features of estab- 
lishing a civil government after January 
1, 19094, Mr. Cooper’s measure enlarges 
on the bill drawn at the war department 

and introduced by Mr. Lodge. 

The Cooper bill makes complete pro- 
visicn for executive, legislative and judi- 
cial branches of administration in the 
Philippines. The executive branch of the 
government. is:to be conducted by a gov- 
erner, assistanted by a cabinet or body 
of executive officers, consisting of a secre- 
tary of administration, attorney general. 
treasurer, auditor, commissioner of in- 
terior and commissioner of education. 
The governor is to be appointed by the 
president for a term of four years. The 
members-~of the governor's cabinet also 
are to be appointed by the president for 
terms of four years. 

The Philippine legislators’ power ‘‘shall 
extend to all rightful subjects of legisla- 
tion not inconsistent with this act or 
with tho laws of the United States local- 
lv applicable.’’ 

The two commissioners who are to 0e6 
sent to. Washington are to be selected at 
the first session of the legislature by joint 
vote of the two houses.

Clash Occurs Between Police Magis- 
trates at Omaha. 

Omaha, Neb., January 7.—Two 
judges, each with a number of support- 
ers, held court at the same time in the 
police court room today and the result 
was the forcible ejection of one of them 
by the police.

NEGRO LABOR PROBLEM 
ON THE SOUTHERN FAAM. 


‘i *

HE uncertainty of labor on the 
southern farm seldom fails to be- 
come a. topic of conversation when- 
re one wherever farmers come to- 
mes wd Rita g Ban pre = leaving us to 
hires Gilateetnes s oads, and for other 
Sam: ie dates &.

. evenue is thus decreased, 
while our expenses are as great, if not 
greater, than eyer, owing to the general 
advance in prices.” The foregoing is the 
substance of what we hear on these oc- 
casions, 

It is true that the southern farmer 
cannot go on growing cotton as he has 
been growing it. It is perhaps fortu- 
nate for him that this is the case, for a 
more wasteful practice for the land and a 
more demoralizing practice for labor 
could hardly be devised. It has resulted 
in our southern cotton lands steadily 
growing poorer while producing a crop 
out of which nothing can be made except 
by paying starvation wages. Starvation 
is perhaps an extreme term, for the ne- 
gro can live on as little as almost any 
race, with the assistance of our genial 
climate, and the white man’s chicken 
roost. 

But the average cotton field hand who 
receives any wages at all rarely gets 
over $10 a month and board himself, $6 
to $8 per month with board or rations. 
Perhaps this is all. he is worth, but we 
must remember that it only lasts about 
five months of the year, or until the crop 
is laid by. He is then out of work until 
fodder pulling time, and after that until 
cotton begins to open, which he gathers 
at from 25 to 40 cents per hundred pounds 
according to the demand for labor at 
this time. The cotton is usually picked 
by December and then he 1s out of work 
again, except for odd jobs, until February 
or March, when the spring work begins 
again. 

Is not this system in a great measure 
responsible for the negro’s inefficiency? 
Is it any wonder that he drifts away to 
the railroad and the mill? and that when 
spring opens up the farmer finds him- 
self with a decreased number of hands 
with which to begin his farming opera- 
tions. 

The great majority of negroes on south- 
ern farms, however, are croppers and 
renters, or tenants. There is a difference 
between the two; a cropper is one who 
works for half the erop under the direc- 
tion of the land owner, who furnishes 
the stock. A renter or tenant is one who 
owns his animals, tools, etc... and pays 
a certain specified rent, usually one-third 
of the corn and one-fourth of the cotton. 
Hie sometimes rents for so much money 
per acre, or for so many bales of cotton. 
and this is called standing rent. 

These are the people who | produce a 
large part of the cotton grown at the 
south. They are the poorest of farmers 
and their destructive methods are lay- 
ing waste the cultivated lands of the 
south. They are constantly moving on 
leaving desolation behind them. Main- 
taining the fertility of the land, the 
mainspring of successful agriculture, is 
a dead letter to them. They are making 
cotton at cost. When the end of the year 
arrives, if it does not find them in debt, 
it sees nearly if not quite all of their 
cotton go to settle their accounts with 
landlord and storekeeper. As a class, 
they are dissatisfied and ever ready to 
try something new. They had _ rather 
move than not, conditions being. equal. 
A change from their present mode of life 
and their employment in other fields of 
industry, or aS wage earners on the farm, 
will be @ blessing to the country. 

Dr. Holt, of Montezuma, Ga., who has 
several very large plantations and raised 
in 1900, 800 bales of cotton, told me that 
it paid him better to hire men for cash 
to grow cotton than it did to rent out his 
land, for the principal reason that here 
he could improve his land, while the rent- 
er left it constantly poorer. He is one 
of the best farmers in south Georgia and 
made during the aforementioned year 10 
bales. of cotton on 100 acres on his wages 
farm. But he is experiencing an increas- 
ing difficulty in securing reliable help. 

The fact of the matter is that the south 
is entering upon a new era of industrial 
development and these new circumstances 
demand new nrethods on the farm as 
elsewhere. The manufacturer has come 
into our midst and business is taking on 
an accelerated pace in consequence. 
Money is pouring into the south for other 
things besides raw cotton, and this in- 
crease of business activity has created a 
demand for labor and demands a corre- 
sponding increase of enterprise on the 
part of the farmer. He*must get up 
and move with the procession. 

As I mentioned before, it is fortunate 
for the south that our farmers cannot 
g0 On growing cotton as they have been 
doing in the past. It is fortunate that 
they are being forced to abandon a sui- 
cidal practice, a practice which ruins 
their land and makes shiftless vagabonds 
of their labor. 

We once owned a horse which, if left 
to stand up in the stall for a few days, 
would absolutely refuse to work when 
hitched to anything heavier than a bug- 
gy. This same animal, however, 
you once got him down to work, if you 
kept him steadily at it, would do finely.

and uncertain, it is our farming meth- 
ods which have been largely responsible 
for it. 

In the first place, we cannot expect 
cheap negro labor to longer take the 
place of machinery as has been the case 
in the past. He is leaving us to run 
machines for other people who can afford 
to pay better wages. He must purchase 
machinery for him to run. He will learn 
very quickly with a little showing to 
operate the disc plow, the horse weeder, 
the seed drill, and the mowing machine. 
These and other improved farm imple- 
ments will enable the planter to culti- 
vate his fields with less than half the 
human labor heretofore required. 

To make this labor more efficient we 
must arrange to keep it at work all the 
year through. There must be no. gaps 
between the time the cotton crop is laid 
by and harvest; between harvest and 
planting time. .The negro must not be 
left to stand up in the stall, for these are 
the periods when he usually drifts away. 

But how are we to keep so many hands 
employed all the year? someone will ask. 
That is the point. We do not need so 
many hands under the new system which 
Wwe must adopt. We must cut down our 
cotton acreage one-half or two-thirds ard 
put the rest of the land in other crops. 
To keep men profitably employed all of 
the year we must have a diversity of 
crops which ‘demand attention at differ- 
ent periods of the year. 

With these new conditions which are 
forcing this change in our farming opera- 
tions has come a market for something 
besides cotton and an advance ini the 
price of other commodities which makes 
their production more profitable. The 
manufacturer is bringing with him a de- 
mand for meat, flour, vegetables, milk, 
butter and hay; the stock business opens 
up a vast field for enterprise. Part of 
the cotton land can go into bermuda 
grass for pasture, part be planted in 
wheat or oats, to be followed with cow 
peas for hay. More potatoes can be grown 
to advantage and a diversification estab- 
lished which will keep our men and ani- 
mals employed the entire year. 

A large cotton grower in south Georgia 
is reported to have said that the way to 
make money out of cotton was to let the 
neBro make the cotton, while you raise 
grain, meat, potatoes, etc., to sell him in 
exchange for it. What better argument 
coula we ask for the advantages of di- 
versified farming than this? ‘Then there 
are always stumps to dig at odd times, so 
that the fields will be smooth where the 
rew machinery 1s.expected to run. All 
this will keap your regular men at work 
and develop’for you a business which can 
afiord to pay them fair wages. 

The position can be rendered more at- 
tractive by warm cabins for the men to 
live in and a little garden spot back 
where they can grow their vegetables. 
Iiere the laborer can keep his family in 
comfort and whenever there is a rush of 
work, as in cotton chopping times, the 
women and children can help. 

Under the direet supervision of the 
master and with steady work and good 
ray the negro will gradually overcome 
his shiftless habits and develop into a 
first-class farm hand. At least this has 
been my own experience with him on my 
farm during the past ten years. 

In spite of all that has been written 
with regard to the tendency of the negro 
to flock to large cities, my observation 
leads me tec the conclusion that a large 
percent of them prefer the country, and 
that conditions being equal, they would 
rather live on the farm and feel more at 
home there. 

We have eight families on our place 
and, although we live within 6 miles-of 
Atlanta, we are not troubled by our men 
leaving us to work in the city. Two or 
three of them have tried it and they are 
always glad to get back on the farm 
again. We pay them on an average about 
$15 per month and they board themselves. 
and we furnish them a house to live in 
and wood to burn. 

The negro is social in his instincts and 
where a number of families can live near 
tcegether they are usually contented. They 
also have a great fondness for music. 
which furnishes a vent for the emotional 
side of cheir nature. We have several fine 
on our place and almost every 
Sunday and oftén at night we hear them 
singing Sunday school songs. 1 remem- 
ber one Sunday afternoon while:on a visit 
to a friend he had _ his negro quartet 
to sing for us after dinner. The music 
was rendered faultlessly and, was greatly 
enjoyed by all present. 


A large cotton planter in Elbert coun- 
ty, Georgia, has gone so far as to hire 
a music teacher to instruct his hands. He 
claims the music has done more to keep 
his men contented than anything else, 
and that you could not induce one o* 
them to leave, while negroes on adjoining 
plantations are al] anxious to hire to him. 
in dealing with the negro this side of 
his character should not be lost sight of. 

While the new conditions at the south 
will eventually make it possible for 
white men to get profitable employmen! 
on the farm, still it is doubtful if they 
will ever supersede the negro as a field 
hand with us. Farm work suits the black 
rece They are better off in the country 
anywhere else They suit our cli- 
mate and they suit the majority of our 
people as farm hands, but they will al- 
ways be dependent on the white man for 
guidance. n

CHARGES FACED THE TWO 


Woman is Wife of Juror T. Jeffer- 
son Penn, Whose Connection 
With the Mattie Adams 
Will Case Caused 
a Sensation. 


Two interesting cases developed in the 
erdinary’s court yesterday. Two persons 
—@a man and a woman—were adjudged in- 
gane and criminal charges pending against 
each will, in consequence, be abandoned. 

J. L. Speer, a man of about forty years 
of 1ge, was declared of unsound mind by 
the jury. It was said that he had a 
habit of rushing into the house in a great 
fright, convinced that someone was after 
him to take his life. 

Speer was charged with having taken 
“a bicycle from F. G. Byrd on December 
19. The case was to have been tried this 
week before Judge Calhoun in the crjmi- 
nal city court, but when the court officials 
ascertained that he had been adjudged a 
lunatic, the case was pigeonholed., 

' It is now not within the province of the 
court to try an insane person except upon 
@n insanity charge. Speer, who has been 
in the Tower for several weeks, will re- 
main there until such time as it is poss!- 
bie to take him to the asylum at Mil- 


ledgeville. 

The second case of like nature which 
came before Ordinary Wilkinsen was that 
of Mrs. T. J. Penn. She was likewise de- 
clared of unsound mind by the ordinary's 
jury, and will be allowed to remain with 
her husband and family until she can 
go to the state asylum. The physician 
who attended her said she was addicted 
to the morphine habit, while her brother 
and son testified that she appeared to be 
of unsound mind. 

Mrs. Penn was to have been tried this 
morning before Judge Calhoun on a 
eharge of larceny from the house, pre- 
ferred against her by J. M. High. On Iv- 
cember 23, it was alleged, she went into 
the High store, tried on a skirt and start- 
ea@ out with it on without paying for it. 
She was caught in the place, and, it is 
eaid, dropped several other articles from 
vader her cloak. 3 

It was ascertained in the office of .the 
@olicitor of the city court that the case 
against Mrs. Penn was on the calendar 
fer today and would probably be one of 
the first reached. She was out on a $100 
bond for her appearance in court. She 
is the wife of T. Jefferson Penn, the juror 
in the now celebrated Mattie Adams wiil 
case, which created such a sensation more 
than @ year ago. 

Penn's connection with that case ws 
the cause of William A. Bradley, a pri 
vate detective, leaving for parts unkhown 
and of the arrest and trial of Detective 
Dave Looney on a charge of contempt of 
court. Penn, himself, served twenty days 
in the Tower for contempt and was kept 
there for some weeks longer to appear 
as the chief witness against Looney. 
When the detective was put upon trial 
Penn refused to testify, taking refuge be- 
hind the constitution, which says that a 
witness may decline to give evidence 
which might tend to incriminate him.

Again Seeks To Compel Building In- | 


spector To Issue Permit. 


APPLIES FOR A MANDAMUS | 


This Time the Action Is Brought | 


Against City Building Inspector 
sSrank A. Pittman Instead 
of the Mayor and 
Council. 


The Monnish case is again in the courts. 
Dr. W. A. Mornish seems determined to 
secure a building permit from the city 
to authorize him to erect a house on the 
lot at the corner of Peachtree and For- 
rest avenue. 

Captain James F. O'Neill, attorney for 
Dr. Monnish, went before Judge Lump- 
kin in chambers yesterday and presented 
a@ petition for mandamus against City 
Building Inspector Frank A. Pittman to 
compel the building inspector to issue the 
necessary permit. , 

Judge Lumpkin passed an order setting 
a hearing for Saturday morning, January 
18, at 9 o'clock, at which time Mr. Pitt- 
man will be required to appear before the 
court to show cause why the writ of 
mandamus should not be issued against 
him. 

The case is an interesting one and dates 
back te lost summer. Along in July of 
last year Dr. Monnish filed an applica- 
tior. with the city building inspector ask- 


ing for a permit to build on his lot on | 
Citizens residing in the | 


Peachtree street. 
neighborhood raised objecticns, declaring 
that Dr. Monnish wished to build, not a 
residence, but a sanitarium. 


Ordinance Was Adopted. 

This Dr. Monnish stoutly doniéd. On 
July 16 the council passed an ordinance 
to the cffect that no permit for the erec- 
tion of a sanitarium, hospital or boarding 
hcuse should be issued when protest 
has been filed against it unlees council 
should vote to grant the application. 
The ordinance, it was generally under- 
stood, was aimed at Dr. Monnish. 

Again application was made for a per- 
mit and the doctor fired with that appli- 
cation a complete set of plans of the 
proposed building. One of the plans 
showed a long room, designated as a re- 
reption room, but which the objectors 
declared was to be an operating room. 


|The building inspector, acting under the 


new ordinance, declined to issuc the per- 
mit and referred the entire matter to 
council for disposal. 

After an interesting session and in some 
respects a sensational debate, council 
voted to deny the permit. Captain O'Neill, 
Dr. Monnish's legal adviser, at once gave 
notice that he intended taking the matter 
into the courts. This he did some time 
during the fall. The application for man- 
damus was made out against the mayor, 
general council and the building inspector 
and when it came on for a hearing was 
quashed on a technical point. It was 
held that he had not designated the de- 
fendants except in a general way. 


At the time Captain Q’Neill said he 


|had no intention of abandoning the case, 


but would file another petition for manda- 
mus at an early date. This time the ap- 
plication is made out specificaily against 
the city building inspector, who, Captain 
O'Neill contends, was not robbed of his 
authority to issue a permit by the ordi- 
nance of July 16, 1901.

HE monthly weather and crop bul- 

letin of the agricultural department 

for the month_of December, which 

has just besn issued, gives some inter- 

esting data on the weather conditions 
throuhcut the United States. 

The bulletin follows: 

December, 190}, was abnormially coid 
throughout the upper lake r¢gion. cen- 
tral valleys, and southern states, where 
the temperature averaged from 3 to 8

Elegant Train Service Now Given frem 
the West to Florida. 


KEEN RIVALRY WAS SHOWN 


The “Special” Reached St. Augustine 
First—Central Mada Great: 
Time to Macon But South- 
ern Reached Geal 
Ahead. . 


Atlanta railway people were greatly 
interested in the arrival of the two Chi- 
cago and Florida trains yesterday morn- 
ing. Long before the time for the ar- 
rival of either telephone messages began 
to inquire as to whether or not they 
were on time, and when the time for 
arrival had come quite a number of rail- 
way men had gathered in the different 
offices around the union depot. 

Naturally the officials of the roads op- 
erating the trains were chiefly interested 
and showed the greatest anxiety until the 
trains rolied into the shed. When reports 
came that both trains were late the of- 
ficilals of the Western and Atlantic and 
the Central of Georgia, who were wait- 
ing for the ‘‘Limited,’’ and those of the 
Southern, who longed for the arrival of 
the “Special” on time, at first showed 
disappointment, but all took the matter 
philosophically, saying that it was a 
very hard matter for any fast train to 
make its schedule on the initial run. 

Owing to a break down of the locomo- 
tive on the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis between Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga, the ‘“‘Limited’’ was reported an 
hour and fifty-five minutes late at Chat- 
tanooga. The Western and Atlantic suc- 
ceeded in making up fifteen: minutes of 
this time and the ‘“Limited’’ arrived in 
Atlanta at 10:30 o'clock, one hour and for- 
ty minutes late. 

Special Track Built. 

For the accommodation of this train 
a special track has been built connect- 
ing the Western and Atlantic with the 
Central of Georgia. This was done so 
that the train could be backed into the 
car shed and thus the necessity of 
changing its make-up at Atlanta was 
avoided. 

As it rolled into the car shed_ the 
‘Limited’ presented a very handsome 
appearance and was soon receiving the 
admiration of a large crowd that had 
gathered. The train carried a good 
crowd, one extra sleeper: being required 
for its accommodation. 

Besides the sleepers which run _ solid 
from Chicago the ‘‘Yimited” carries a 
through observation sleeper from St. 
Louis to St. Augustine and a draw- 
ing room~ sleeper from Louisville 
to Thomasville. The dining car 
service is furnished by the Pullman 
company. This train .runs solid from 
Chicago to St. Augustine daily. Between 
Atlanta and St. Augustine it carries a 
day coach, and as the trip is qa daylight 
run both ways, this coach will doubtless 
draw a good amo‘unt of local travel. 

The ‘Limited’ is operated (between 
Chicago and Evansville over the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, between Evansville 
and Nashville over the Louisville and 
Nashville, between Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga over the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, between Chattanooga and 
Atlanta over the Western and Atlantic, 
between Atlanta and Albany over the 
Central of Georgia, between Albany and 
Jacksonville over the Plant system, and 
between Jacksonville and St. Augustine 
over the Florida East Coast. 

Arrival of the Special. 

Just as the ‘‘Limited’’ was pulling out 
of the car shed the ‘Special’’ came in. 
‘lhe trains are really very similar, being 
almecst entirely composed of Pullman cars 
and both are of thé finest equipment to 
be found, The ‘‘Special’’ consisted of the 
following: Composite baggage and gentle 
men's club car, Southern railway dining 
car, two Pullman sleepers from Chicago, 
one of which is a compartment car, two 
Pullman sleepers from Cleveland, one 
Pullman sleeper from Pittsburg, one 
Pullman observation aud sleeping car 
from Louisville connecting at Lexington. 
The train is made up at Cincinnati and 
runs solid to St. Augustine daily with the 
exception of Sunday. The train carries 
only, Pullman cars. i 

The run from Cincinnati to Chattanooga 
is made over the Cincinnati, New Orleans 
and Texas Pacific, from Chattanooga to 
Jesup via Atlanta over the Southern, 
from Jesup to Jacksonville over the Plant 
system and from Jacksonville to St. Au- 
gustine over the Florida East Coast. 

Owing to the various hindrances to run- 

ning a new train, the “Special’’ was also 
delayed and icft Atlanta one hour late. It 
came into Atlanta heavily loaded and 
took up a number of passengers here. 
“Special”. Reaches St. Augustine 
First. 
Fla., January 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The first ‘“‘Chicago and Florida 
Special’ train, leaving Chicago Monday 
at noon via the Big Four and Pennsyl- 
vania railroads via Cincinnati, in con- 
rection with the SotthetTn railway, ar- 
rived at St. Augustine at 10:30 o'clock to- 
night, one hour late. 

All the passengers were highly pleased 
with the excellent service and fast time 
made by this train. Among the pas- 
sengers omrthis initial trip was a party of 
sixty tourists from Cleveland, Ohio, oc- 
cupying two private Pullman sleepers. 

The ‘‘Chicago and Florida Limited’ via 
the Chicago and Eastern Illinois and Cen- 
tral of Georgia railroad, due here at 9 
o'clock, arrived at midnight, three hours 
late.

RAILWAY NOTES. 


Passenger officials call attention to the 
number of changes made in the time of 
leaving and arrival of several trains 
within the past few weeks and call upon 
all who intend to patronize the railways 
to be sure of the time fheir train is 
to leave. 

To accommodate the heavy winter tour- 
ist travel new trains have been uut on 
by some of the roads and this has caused 
a general shaking up in the schedules. 
As a number of the outgoing trains leave 
at earlier hours than was heretofore cus- 
tomary, the necessity of passengers ac- 
quainting themselves with the sched- 
ules will be easily seen. 

Since the recent changes many people 
have complained that they have been 
inconvenienced by missing trains, but 
the roads hold that they are in no wise 
to blame, since all changes have been 
fully advertised. 


The Louisville and Nashville, the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis and the 
Western and Atlantic have made ar- 
rangements whereby mileage books sold 
by either of the three will be good for 
transportation on any of them in the fu- 
ture. This will be of great convenience to 
trayeling men and will he greatly ap- 
preciated by them. General Passenger 
Agent C. E. 
.tlantic, has long been an advocate of 
interchangeable mileage books for all the 
roads in the southeast. He has been 
working for this for three years, but as 
yet has beeri unable to win all the roads 
over to the proposition. 


Or account of thé lines composing the 
Trunk Line Association refusing to issue 
passes a number of Atlanta officials have 
not yet received their passes for 1902 and 
in consequence have experienced no little 
worry. However, it is the general opin- 
ion of railway men that in a few days 
all passes that were issued last year 
will be renewed £nd that there will be 
no further trouble about the matter. 

Traveling Passenger Agent J. P. Daly, 
cf the Katy, will soon receive a cupply of 
the new book, ‘Something About Texas,’ 
which wfll be issued by his road in a few 
days.
